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Mattapoisett Native Headed to S. Africa

The art of healing is not just about medicine, 
hospitals and doctors. Talk to Camille Adler - an Old 
Rochester Regional alumni from 2008 and current 
junior at Wheelock College - who is studying the art of 
supporting families with compassion in medical settings. 

Ms. Adler is studying to become a child life 
specialist, a new profession developed over the past few 
decades to help "ease [families] into the experience of 
being in a hospital." 

"You basically work in a pediatric medical 
setting with families and help them adjust and prepare 
for procedures," she said, which entails programming 
activities for children to familiarize them with equipment 
and make the hospital experience more positive. 

Now she hopes to bring her expertise and 
compassion to South Africa for 14 weeks this summer. 

Thanks to a professor at her college, Ms. Adler 
learned about a program called Connect 1-2-3, which 
allows students to travel abroad and volunteer in their 
field of study. The program, called the South Africa Child 
Life Project was spearheaded by a Wheelock College alum 
in February 2009, and it perfectly dovetails two dreams 
of Ms. Adler: to visit Africa and to learn more about her 
field.

"This is three months in a place Fve always 
wanted to go to do what I've wanted to do," she said, 
adding that visiting Africa has been a dream of hers. 
Following a visit to Kenya, her parents had once advised: 
"'Make sure, before you die, that you visit Africa.'" 

In the child life program, Ms. Adler will work in 
Cape Town at the Red Cross War Memorial Children's 
Hospital (RCCH), which she describes as "the only 
pediatric hospital of its kind in sub-Saharan Africa." 
RCCH has 200 inpatient beds, outpatient clinics and 
emergency departments. Roughly 250,000 children receive 
care annually at this medical facility, she said, thus the 
hospital experiences great need of assistance. 

According to Ms. Adler, the mission of the South 
Africa Child Life Project is to "apply child life principles 
and interventions to best meet the needs of the children 
(and their families) treated at the RCCH, reducing their 
anxiety and fear and empowering them with culturally 
effective coping skills." 

So far, Ms. Adler feels prepared for the challenge. 
Already, she has completed a 75-hour pre-internship at 
Massachusetts General Hospital and actively volunteers at 
Children's Hospital in Boston. 

Talking about her experiences so far working with 
sick children, Ms. Adler said, "What keeps you going is 
how rewarding it is. You are one person in the hospital 
who does not poke and prod, and you make it better, 
knowing what is better. This gives you the energy to do 
it," she said. 

The trip to South Africa is "the furthest and 
longest Fve ever been away." 

To help offset the approximate $4,600 in costs 
related to airline tickets, housing and programs fees, Ms. 
Adler is hoping locals from the Tri-Town will support her.

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Instead of framing the art, each piece is mounted on black 
paper to keep the focus on the artwork rather than the 
frame. 

With over 400 students at Sippican Elementary 
School, and with limited gallery space, Ms. Kirk had to 
figure out how to choose the artwork to be displayed. She 
determined that the gallery could hang seventy pieces, 
which meant that she could take three pieces from each 
classroom. "To make it fair and allow for a teaching

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Saltwater Anglers Must Get Permit

As temperatures begin to warm, recreational 
fishermen are gearing up for another relaxing season on 
the water reeling in flounder, stripers and other finfish. 

However, new changes effective this year now 
require even occasional saltwater anglers to obtain a 
state permit. Since January 1, 2011, several New England 
states started requiring a saltwater license or registration 
to fish within three miles of the shore whether from 
beaches, docks, boats (non-commercial) or any other 
types of shoreline. In Massachusetts, the Division of 
Marine Fisheries is selling the state licenses to meet this 
requirement, which costs anglers 16 years and older $10, 
but is free for fisherman over 60 years old. 

Last year, saltwater fishermen were required to 
register with the federal government, but they will no 
longer need to take this step if a saltwater fishing license 
is obtained. The fee is the result of the Permit Act, signed 
into law by Governor Deval Patrick on November 23, 
2009. 

The new permit system will allow federal and 
state marine fisheries to collect better data on saltwater 
recreational fishing, according to the Division of Marine 
Services (DMS). "The current data collection system is 
inefficient and imprecise. Managers need quality data to 
make the best decisions possible on bag limits, seasons 
and sizes," explained a DMS press release. 

Although the fee is a new encumbrance on 
saltwater anglers, the permit does exempt them from 
purchasing a higher cost federal permit and ensures 
permit revenues benefit local users. An advisory council 
will manage how this money is spent with an eye towards 
better fisheries management; one-third of the annual 
appropriated permit funds must be designated to public 
access projects. 

"It's been a mixed response on the licenses," said 
Christian Giardini, an employee at a bait-and-tackle shop 
in Falmouth. "A lot of guys don't have problems, but 
some guys are going to fight no matter what."

Mr. Giardini said for the most part, fisherman 
think it is ''not a big deal'' as long as the proceeds directly 
benefit marine fisheries. He cited a popular program in 
Florida where fees directly benefit management of marine 
fisheries and many fishermen hope Massachusetts will 
emulate that arrangement. 

"People are apprehensive, but no one is going to 
make a real decision on how they feel until they see how 
the money is used," Mr. Giardini said. 

In the meantime the state fisheries agency is 
urging fisherman to obtain their licenses before the spring 
season kicks in. For more information, call 1-888-773-8450, 
or visit www.mass.gov and search "Division of Marine 
Fisheries".

Sippican 2012 Budget Approved 

Marion School Committee

With budget season underway, the Sippican 
School 2012 budget was tackled at last week's Marion 
School Committee meeting. Prior to the meeting. 
Superintendent Douglas White and Principal Evelyn 
Rivet presented an overview to the town's fiscal year 2012 
budget for the Sippican School. The entire 46-page budget 
is available to members of the Marion community by 
calling the central office at 508-758-2772. 

Mr. White noted that while contracted obligations 
rose and a second grade teacher was added, reductions 
in regular day transportation among other changes offset 
the increases and the $5,096,914 fiscal year 2012 budget 
represents a .19 percent reduction from fiscal year 2011. 
Mr. White voiced concern that, "Federal stimulus dollars 
have been eliminated. They are no longer available to us 
as we move forward." 

Parents and those concerned about increasing 
energy and student transportation costs were assured that 
energy increases have been pre-negotiated so they do not 
impact the transportation budget. 

Principal Rivet discussed staffing for the Sippican 
School, which services 465 students in pre-kindergarten 
through grade six. "The big difference for next year 
is the big grade one. We've added an extra grade two 
teacher next year," Ms. Rivet said. The school has two 
teachers retiring this year and the student services 
monitor position has been eliminated. Another increase 
was in out-of-district costs. As Project GROW and other 
special education services move back to Rochester an 
assistant has been added to help the department meet its 
commitments. 

Chairman Jane McCarthy asked Ms. Rivet to 
discuss the impact of the budget on class sizes for 2012. 
Ms. Rivet explained that class sizes would range from 18 
to 24. The target for kindergarten through third grade is 
18 students per class. "There will be a couple classrooms 
that will be 19 or 20, but most will be at 18," Ms. Rivet 
said. Ms. Rivet also explained that supply costs for 
parents in the 2012 school year would be consistent with

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those from 2011. Teachers will send a list of supplies to 
parents over the summer. While these lists are compiled 
by each teacher, they are not expected to change 
significantly from last this year. 

Later, in the school committee meeting, the 
budget was accepted. If accepted at the May 16 town 
meeting, it will become the effective budget for 2012. 

After the budget presentation, the Marion 
School Committee was called to order by Chairman Jane 
McCarthy at 7:00 pm on March 2. Also in attendance were 
Vice Chairman, Brad Gordon, Jay Pateakos, and Christine 
Winters. 

The board appealed for community members to 
help judge the school math and science fair on March 24.

As part of Project Contemporary Competitiveness 
(PCC), 20 ORR students from grade 9 and 10 will attend 
a summer program at Stonehill College along with 500 
of their peers from high schools in the surrounding area, 
to engage in high level academic and community service 
projects.

• May 18, 6:00 pm the anti-bullying plan will be 
discussed by the adjustment counselors in the ORRJHS 
School Library. 

• June 2, 6:30 pm "Working with students who 
have behavioral challenges," will be presented by Ross 
Greene, PhD, in the Center School. 

Elise Frangos and Terri Hamm are in the process 
of interviewing teachers who have created summer 
school proposals. All teachers interested in teaching 
summer school to multi-age classrooms should contact 
Ms. Frangos or Ms. Hamm. The summer program will 
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run in two, three- week sessions from 8:00 am to 12:00 
pm and will include a balance of remedial education and 
enrichment. Tuition is yet to be determined. 

Principal Evelyn Rivet reported on a number of 
topics including this year's reading challenge, progress 
collecting DIBELS data to measure student performance, 
a staff visit to Hingham to share instructional strategies, 
an upcoming two day literacy program, the school's 
new incident reporting program and she also gave an 
overview of current staff initiatives. Ms. Rivet emphasized 
that attendance is slipping again and attributed the recent 
decline to extended family vacations. Ms. Rivet reminded 
parents that a note is required to confirm absences. 

School Committee member Jay Pateakos 
announced that Tri-Town Education Foundation grants 
are available in amounts ranging from $500 to $1,200. 
Students and teachers are encouraged to apply for these 
grants to undertake special projects. 

Chairman McCarthy announced that the 
Regionalization Subcommittee has been disbanded after a 
unanimous vote not to regionalize. She explained that two 
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key benefits of regionalization, collective buying power 
and standardized curriculum, are already being realized 
through the central office and that regionalization was 
unlikely to reduce staff costs. 

The meeting was adjourned to executive session 
at 8:30 pm.

Committee was called to order by Chairman Tina Rood 
at 7:00 pm on March 3, 2011 in the conference room of the 
Rochester Town Hall.

Also, Ms. Rood commended teachers Joyce 
Bourdon and Amy Stupalski for leading ENO interactive 
board training sessions in mid-January. She said as part 
of the training, more than 25 teachers have prepared 500 
ENO board lessons for classroom activity. Committee 
member Sharon Hartley commented that ENO board 
technology allows teachers to instruct students with 
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different learning styles. 

Superintendent Doug White then led a discussion 
on Rochester Memorial School's (RMS's) Fiscal Year 
(FY) 2012 budget. Principal Jay Ryan presented numbers 
on projected enrollment - which stands at 555 - and 
the number of total teaching staff that the budget must 
support, which is 73.3, including professional and support 
staff. He said this year, the fourth grade has the highest 
enrollment, with 90 students moving into Grade 5. 

Mr. White subsequently laid out the actual budget 
numbers. He said the proposed $5,642,599 budget reflects 
a $166,785 increase in regular day costs and a $72,243 
decrease in special education costs. He said the total 
budget would be about $94,542 or 1.7 percent, higher 
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than last year. Increases tied to contractual obligations 
primarily account for the rise in regular day costs. He said 
fewer students will be attending Bristol Aggie next year, 
and also there are fewer Special Education students in the 
school next year, facts that are represented in the budget. 

The new budget has to deal with the reality that 
American Recovery and Reinvestment Act (ARRA) funds 
- federal stimulus money — will no longer cushion the 
budget. ''Those dollars have gone away. When we built 
this budget, we dealt with supplemental revenue that 
is no longer with us,'' Mr. White said. However, he said 
"circuit breaker" money available for next year is $23,205, 
and that the budget subcommittee was able to identify 
about $135,000 worth of revenue to put towards the town. 

Other factors in the budget include the full-out 
elimination of the assistant principal position. "That 
position is not in the budget, and not funded," he said. 
The administration is hoping to obtain a rural educational 
grant that it did not qualify for last year due to higher 
than usual enrollment numbers. Also, the budget reflects 
lower grant monies from Project GROW, and about 
$87,000 more in utility costs due to the need to maintain 
the 34,000 more square feet of the new addition. 

"The Regional budget and assessment are still 
in flux. . . that may have impact on what we do when 
we approve a final number," Mr. White added, noting 
that the Old Rochester Regional District Committee met 
with Tri-Town Selectmen last week about the assessment 
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figures, which hits Rochester particularly hard this year. 

"Depending on adjustments and conversations 
with the ORR school committee, that could be adjusted. 
There could be some shifting of assessments,'' he said. 

The committee formally approved the fiscal year 
(FY) 12 budget number of $5,643,599. 

After the budgetary discussion, Mr. White said he 
recently listened to a presentation by Tom Scott, Executive 
Director of the Massachusetts Association of School 
Superintendents, about how the state is handling school 
budgets. At that presentation, Mr. Scott said that Chapter 
70 funds may be leveled, but circuit breaker funds may 
be reimbursed at a higher level than expected. As such, 
he emphasized that budgetary figures will be adjusted

MICROCHIPS 

My friend told me that I should have a microchip implanted 
in my cat so I could track him like Lojack enables police to 
recover a car.

A microchip is a rice sized computer chip with 
a number embedded in it that is injected under the skin of a 
cat or dog. A receiver is passed over the pet and the number 
shows up on a window. A phone call to a clearing house will 
reveal the name and address of the cat's owner. So a micro- 
chip is more like an ID tag than a Lojack. 
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cat. You then register the microchip number and the process 
is complete. Microchips are an excellent idea for cats that go 
outdoors as cat are almost always losing their collars with 
associated ID tags.

Director of Student Services Terri Hamm said that 
applications will be available in mid-March for students 
interested in participating in the district's summer school 
program. Also, she encourages any families with eligible 
kindergarteners to contact RMS as soon as possible. 

The committee then approved the February 3 
regular and executive session meeting minutes. The 
budget subcommittee approved the February 10 meeting 
minutes. 

Also, the committee approved the establishment 
of a donation account that family members of the late Dan 
McGaffey desired to set up to honor his memory. "It is a 
lovely remembrance and tribute to school/' Ms. Hartley 
said. 

Ms. Hartley reported her findings on the school's 
use of its website, commenting on particularly elaborate 
teacher sites that enhance "educational possibilities." She 
recommended some changes to the main site, including 
the possible elimination of the meetings and school 
improvement plan pages. She said that the Rochester 
website lists outdated information regarding committee 
members, and said she would reach out to the town to fix 
the errors. 

In the building subcommittee group, Tim 
Scholz reported that the Massachusetts School Building 
Authority changed its rules regarding reimbursement and 
is planning to review all cases where reimbursement was 
required due to "errors and omissions" in the original 
architectural design. The impact, he said, is that the school 
committee "needs to treat these things as if they are not 
going to be approved" and potentially $180,000 less will 
be reimbursed than anticipated. "That would be the worst 
case scenario," he said. Overall, he said, the building 
project is 63 percent on schedule. 
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The board adjourned at 9:00 pm for the purpose of 
contract negotiations.2 

Applicant Awaits DEP Decision 

Mattapoisett Planning Board-

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board was called to order by Chairman Thomas Tucker on 
March 7, 2011 at 7:00 pm in the Mattapoisett Town Hall. 
Also in attendance were board members John Mathieu, 
Ronald Merlo, Robert McNamara and Karen Field and 
secretary Tammy Ferreira. 

In their first order of business, the Board held 
the first of two required public hearings for a zoning 
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bylaw change. The proposed bylaw would increase the 
maximum size of a "family related apartment" - often 
referred to as an "in-law apartment" - from 500 to 
700 square feet. The bylaw is part of an overall effort 
to increase the availability of affordable housing in 
Mattapoisett. 

Raymond Andrews, chairman of the Mattapoisett 
Housing Partnership, described the proposal as a "no- 
brainer". Ms. Field asked if there would be any other 
related zoning requirements as part of the change - such 
as parking requirements - but Mr. Andrews said that, 
"everything else will remain the same". 

With no comment from the audience concerning 
the zoning change, the Board voted to close the first public 
hearing regarding the matter. The second public hearing 
for the zoning change will take place at the next planning 
board meeting on March 21 at 7:00 pm for approval before 
being presented to voters at annual town meeting on May 
9, 2011. 

In a second public hearing, the Board met with 
David Davignon from N. Schneider and Associates to 
hear proposed changes to an ongoing subdivision project. 
The project, dubbed "Pine Island Estates", is located at 2 
Pine Island Road and would include two buildable lots 
and two conceptual houses. Mr. Davignon represented 
applicants Timothy and Greta Fox in his overview of 
recent activity on the project. 

Mr. Davignon described the applicant's situation 
as a "Catch-22", in that they couldn't proceed with 
planning board requirements until they had resolved 
public hearings with Conservation Commission 
(ConCom). The ConCom public hearings produced 
several changes in the plans. These changes included: 
slight movement of a cul-de-sac, a 225-foot asphalt- 
centered driveway to replace a full-gravel driveway and 
reduction in wetland clearing. These changes were made 
in response to concerns raised by abutters and ConCom 
members at previous hearings. 

Swales, drainage ponds and infrastructure were 
also detailed at ConCom meetings, said Mr. Davignon, 
in an attempt to assuage abutter worries about drainage 
onto adjacent properties. At a September 20, 2010 
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planning board meeting, Mr. Davignon had described 
one of the lots as being half wetlands, the other being 
one-third. ConCom hearings adjusted the plans to take 
drainage and wetland issues into consideration. Now, 
said Mr. Davignon, all that would be required from the 
planning board from this point forward is an approval of 
the changes made to the original plan. 

According to Mr. Davignon, abutters have 
appealed ConCom's approval of the project to the 
Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection 
(DEP). The DEP held an onsite evaluation of the project, 
but has not responded to the appeal, said Mr. Davignon. 
"We feel good about the project,'' he added, "but we are at 
a standstill until we hear from [the DEP]." Mr. Davignon 
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requested the public hearing be continued until the next 
meeting, w^ith hopes that the state w^ill respond to the 
appeal by then. The Board agreed and continued the 
hearing for March 21. 

The minutes of the February 7, 2011 meeting w^ere 
approved. 

The Board voted to adjourn at 7:45 pm. 

Center School Clock Awaits Restoration 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Board 
of Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Jordan 
Collyer on March 8, 2011 at 7:00 in the Mattapoisett Town 
Hall conference room. Also in attendance w^ere Selectmen 
Paul Silva and George Randall and Tow^n Administrator 
Michael Gagne. 

Under action items, the Board voted to approve 
the minutes of the February 22 meeting both open and 
executive session. They also voted to approve a dance 
license for a Mattapoisett Square Dance on July 9 from 
7:00 to 10:00 pm. 

In a Tinkham Forest access update, Mr. Gagne 
met w^ith members of the Friends of the Tinkham Forest to 
discuss recent activity in the ongoing quest to give public 
access to the land, w^hich weis donated to the tow^n by 
Nelson Tinkham in 1968. 

Three required access points for the tow^n-ow^ned 
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Tinkham parcel - surrounded by the private Bay Club 
community - are closer to being identified, said Mr. 
Gagne. He further identified the access points as being: 

• From County Road (Route 6) over Bay Club 
Drive and Split Rock Drive, which is the main access 
point currently being by Mattapoisett residents. "To the 
best of my knowledge, this is acceptable to all parties,'' 
said Mr. Gagne. 

• A trail from Marion, over the Sippican Trail to a 
northeast section of the Tinkham parcel. According to Mr. 
Gagne, Bay Club member Craig Fleming has agreed to do 
some rock removal on the path in better weather. 

• A path from Industrial Drive to the northern 
section of the Tinkham parcel. This trail, according to

Mr. Gagne, would go onto Sippican Land Trust land in 
Marion. Upon suggestion from the Friends of Tinkham 
Forest, this "long and complicated'' trail would be 
shortened by moving the trail in the direction of Randall 
Road. The trail will have to be slightly negotiated to avoid 
private property. At the time of the meeting, Mr. Gagne 
was unsure if the changes would move the trail onto 
private personal property, or onto other Bay Club owned 
land. 

"We need to get Craig [Fleming] out here to 
define this and get the [property] markers out," said 
Chairman Collyer. He added that, once the three points 
of access have been determined, they would discuss 
trail maintenance. He also thought that some of the trail 
clearing could be done as a project by the boy scouts. 

Overall, the representatives of the Friends of the 
Tinkham Forest expressed approval of the progress. 

"We appreciate your cooperation," said Chairman 
Collyer. "We are doing our best to bring this to closure. 
We are closer than we were six months ago." 

The Board then met with Ray Andrews to 
discuss a project to restore the historic clock tower at the 
Center School on Barstow Street. The clock tower was 
inadvertently broken, said Mr. Andrews, when a "well- 
meaning" person sprayed the mechanisms with lubricant. 
The lubricant, in turn, collected dust and debris, which 
"gummed-up" the working parts, he said. As a result, the 
clock has not worked in over 14 years.

"We have this beautiful clock tower that doesn't 
work/' said Mr. Andrews. "It's a jewel. I always call the 
Center School the jewel of the village - a crown jewel 
sits atop that no one can see." One attempt to restore the 
clock mechanisms was made by the Mattapoisett Police 
Association in the 1990s, but the inexpensive, quick fix 
did not last long, Mr. Andrews said. 

The clock, made by Seth Thomas in 1898, cannot 
be restored with school funds. Its restoration would 
have to come from private restoration and the use of 
Community Preservation Act funds. According to Mr. 
Andrews, the Police Association has again agreed to work 
on fundraising for the project. Mr. Andrews estimated that 
a total of about $70,000 would likely be needed. About 
$48,000 of that money would pay for Balzer, a restoration 
clock company, to completely dissemble the clock and 
restore its parts. The working mechanism would then be 
lowered to the music room in the school, and would be 
on display for the public to see. Mr. Andrews said that he 
thought fundraising would be easier if the community 
would be able to see the newly restored clock on display. 

Mr. Andrews said that he hoped Center School 
alum would donate any amount to the cause. Further, he 
said that - with selectmen approval - a committee would 
be formed to oversee the project. 

The Board voted to approve the clock restoration 
fundraising effort and wished Mr. Andrews luck.

WWII Gunner Tells His Story

His descriptions of life as a B- 17 tail gunner during 
World War II were vivid, and as intricate as the chess pieces 
he carved more than 65 years ago in a German prison camp. 
Army Sergeant Martin Smith displayed the chess pieces 
and other war mementos during a talk that took place at the 
Mattapoisett Historical Society on March 6. 

As interesting as the keepsakes were, it was the 
sergeant's vivid account - punctuated with dry humor and 
reflective pauses - that made the listener feel lucky to hear a 
first-hand experience of a war that has so deeply defined the 
American soul. 

Sgt. Smith was called to serve during his senior year 
at Amherst College in March 1943. He said at initial training, 
men over six feet tall or 
2001bs and with eyeglasses 
were all asked to step aside. 
"The rest of you will be aerial 
gunners," the commanding 
officer told the new trainees, 
many of them just 20 years 
old. After extensive training 
at facilities throughout the 
country, his group joined up 
with the 452nd bomb group 
in eastern England. 

From there, Sgt. 
Smith began his first of 
"seven and a half missions" 
that had him flying all over 
Europe. In one early mission, 
he was hit by an exploding 
shell that nearly took his life. 

It hit the sole of his flying boot, but didn't go through. 

In a later mission, Sgt. Smith recalled one instance 
when about 40 German fighter planes in formation "came 
right at us" at the site of an oil refinery in Czechoslovakia 
(present day Czech Republic). "All hell broke loose," he 
said, describing a graphic scene. "It was like flying through a 
junkyard of aluminum bits and pieces." In the aftermath, his 
plane lost two engines, and his oxygen supply was gone. "I 
was sitting there, kneeling, trying to light a cigarette to calm 
my nerves," he said. One crewmember was wounded, and the 
crew rid the plane of excess weight, throwing everything out 
including bombs, in the hope the plane would make it back to 
England. 

"We were a sorry bunch," he said. 

However, the engines stopped functioning entirely 
and the pilot and co-pilot had to ditch the plane into the North 
Sea. "The plane was broken in half. The injured guy couldn't 
get the life preserver to inflate, so I kept him afloat until we 
got in a five-man rubber raft," he said. Eventually, the crew 




was picked up and returned to England. 

The next mission, however, was a different story. A 
crash landing in France due to mechanical problems left them 
in vulnerable territory, and six crewmembers were captured 
by German forces. "The first thing [the head of the German 
patrol] asked was for an American cigarette," he said. 

Soon began his plight as a POW, starting with 
interrogations in Frankfurt, then relocation to a camp in 
Eastern Germany (in present day Poland) where they were 
given clothes, cardboard suitcases, two "miserable" blankets, a 
bottle of constipation pills and a sewing kit. 

On June 28, 1944, his parents received a telegram 
stating that their son was missing in action. 

Sgt. Smith described in rich detail his eight months at 
the camp. "There was no way to escape. . . we were surrounded 

by two fences that went 
around the perimeter - one 
made of lath and the other 
of barbwire," he said. It 
was called the "death wire" 
because prisoners who got 
stuck between the fences 
were shot. He said one time 
a prisoner was trying to 
retrieve a makeshift ball from 
the fence and was shot down 
without incident. 

Sgt. Smith said the 24 
prisoners in the 10 rooms 
of the barracks "got along 
amazingly well. No fights or 
arguments," he said. To pass 
time, Sgt. Smith carved the 
chess pieces, made playing 
cards using the constipation pills as ink, and embroidered. 
"Mostly we talked, talked, talked, sharing things our own 
families didn't even know about us," he said. 

The Germans then decided to relocate POWs to a 
different camp, and Sgt. Smith described a 43-day treacherous 
journey on foot in cold temperatures and rain that at one point 
severely injured his feet. He said after the long trek the first 
camp wouldn't take them. "We were not even able to get into 
hell," he recalled. 

It wasn't long after the journey to the final prison 
camp -which included a walk through a desolate Hamburg - 
that the war finally ended. "We were one dirty, greasy, smelly 
band of people," he said. The English reconnaissance retrieved 
the prisoners on April 16, 1945. 

Eventually he returned home to the United States. 
His parents already had planned for him to serve as usher at a 
wedding the following day, he laughed. "But I was home, and 
that was good enough for me," he said.

That 80's Show

Take Me Home Tonight, Starring Topher Grace and Anna 
Faris. Directed by Michael Dowse. Running time: 114 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Take Me Home Tonight is set in 1988, the year I 
graduated from high school. So I would' ve been a few years 
behind this movie's characters, most of whom are Class of '84 
and are now looking back on four years of life post-high school. 
Some, like Matt Franklin (Topher Grace) and his twin sister 
Wendy (Anna Faris), have now also graduated from college but 
don't know what to do with their degrees. Should Matt, who 
went to MIT, go into engineering and leave his safe, fallback 
Suncoast Video gig? ("I didn't spend a quarter of my life 
savings," says Matt's cop-with-a-heart-of-gold dad, played by 
Michael Biehn, "so that you could work in a malir) Will Wendy 
ditch her stupid boyfriend and prospective fiance (Chris Pratt, in 
real life Mr. Faris) and pursue her creative muse in Cambridge 
(that's England, not Massachusetts)? 

The movie, which like The Wedding Singer seems to 
want to pack the entire '80s into two hours, is about something 
interesting: the post-college blues, wherein you're still regularly 
seeing people you know from high school, who don't seem all 
that different than they were — it has only been four years — 
so you don't feel all that different. But life beckons, waiting for 
you to make some choices. What ties the movie to its actual 
'80s ancestors is a variety of familiar tropes: the unrequited love 
who got away (Teresa Palmer), the cringing-geek buddy (Dan 
Fogler) who gets high (cocaine is a hell of a drug) and falls into 
squalor and embarrassment, the family bonds stronger than 
passing fancies. Take Me Home Tonight is particularly good at 
the last: Matt and Wendy talk and act like real siblings. I can see 
why Matt is annoyed that Wendy might drop her literary dream 
to marry a frat jerk. 

The film isn't much, but for those of us who appreciate 
anything '80s, it's a perfectly painless nostalgia trip. It even 
has the cheapjack, slightly grainy look and muddy sound of an 
actual mid- '80s flick. All I needed to make the illusion complete 
was the odor of stale spilled beer of the crappy theaters of my 
youth. Faris gratifyingly plays smarter than she's usually asked 
to play; Grace makes a suitable Andrew McCarthy /Anthony 




Michael Hall stand-in. The weirdest and perhaps funniest scene 
involves a passive three-way between Dan Fogler, a voracious 
Angle Everhart, and a strange man who wants only to watch, 
played by Clement von Franckenstein, the coolest name I've 
heard this year so far. (His/w// name is Clement George Freiherr 
von und zu Franckenstein, which is even cooler. Anyway, he 
lends the movie a Euro-decadent flavor that reminded me of 
good old Dieter Meier, of the Zurich electro-pop band Yello, 
whose leering "Oh Yeah" was inescapable during the late '80s.) 

Take Me Home Tonight was completed so long ago 
(2007) that some of its bit players, like Whitney Cummings 
and Ginnifer Goodwin, have gone on to successes of their 
own. It was on the shelf that long not because it's bad — it 
isn't — but because the studio fretted over the cocaine use by 
two characters. Since the Bolivian marching powder, in this 
movie, leads only to a god-awful bathroom tryst while Clement 
George Freiherr von und zu Franckenstein watches, I don't 
think Universal (which once upon a time unleashed Animal 
House upon the youth of America) should 've worried much 
about it. This is your libido. This is your libido on cocaine. Any 
questions? 

Anyway, a lot of the plot hinges tiresomely on a ruse 
worthy of Three's Company (or That '70s Show, of which 
Topher Grace and scripters Jackie and Jeff Filgo are graduates): 
Matt pretends to be working at Goldman Sachs to impress 
his high-school crush. Goldman Sachs, of course, was not 
in 1988 the spit-flecked profanity on our lips it is today. The 
'80s were definitively the Money Decade, full of conspicuous 
consumption and questionable fashion and — to me, anyway 
— awesome music. The soundtrack of Take Me Home Tonight 
is predictable, even making use of standards from '80s tribute 
movies like Grosse Pointe Blank (hello, Pete Townshend's 
slow-dance remix of "Let My Love Open the Door"). But it 
ends with a tune I hadn't heard since the '80s, and I bow to no 
one in my hunger for '80s obscurities: "Live Is Life," a 1985 
charter by the Austrian band Opus. Now, of course, I can't get it 
out of my head, but any movie that can exhume a long-forgotten 
'80s ditty for me gets a passing grade.
